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What is God’s Ayudhya’s Defence? 


Ayudhya was the capital city of Siam. It is possible that ‘Sri 
Ayudhya.’ after sandhi becomes ‘Sryayudhya’. Then the Daii pronunci- 
ation of that is ‘Syayudhya’, which is then shortened into ‘Syam’ and 
then introduced as ‘Siam’ in the 16 century. 


Ayudhya was a prosperous city of its time, but it was sacked twice 
by the Burmese on the second time of which it was completely de- 
stroyed.

It 
was also the name of a school of weaponry which I attended, Ayudhya 
School, after my primary school and before my Sixth Form the which 
was done in New Zealand. It was a school which preserves the fighting 
style of Ayudhya’s tradition. 
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
